REPORT. 


LAND  OFFICE   OF  MARYLAND, 

Annapolis,  November  1st,  1897. 

To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor: 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  Excellency  a 
report  of  the  work  of  the  Land  Office  of  Maryland,  from  Octo- 
ber 1,  1895,  to  September  30,  1897. 

Warrants  have  been  issued  as  follows : 

Common  warrants 37 

Special  warrants 49 

Special  warrants  of  resurvey 13 

Special  warrants  of  escheat 6 

Special  warrants  of  proclamation 4 

Total 109 

Of  these  warrants,  forty-two  have  been  executed,  thirty-five 
have  expired  by  limitation  of  law,  and  thirty-two  remain  in 
force. 

Certificates  of  survey  returned,  52. 

PATENTS  ISSUED. 

Fifty-four  patents  have  been  issued,  granting  six  thousand 
one  hundred  and  seventy-one  acres  and  fourteen  perches  of 
land,  of  which  three  thousand  and  twenty-three  acres,  three 
rods,  and  thirty-nine  perches  were  vacant  land.  A  complete 
list  of  said  patents  is  subjoined  : 
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By  a  comparison  of  .the  foregoing  statistics  with  those 
reported  in  past  years,  it  will  be  observed,  that  so  far  from 
decreasing  with  the  lapse  of  years,  as  might  naturally  have 
been  expected,  the  work  of  this  office  has  been  very  materially 
increased. 

The  re-arangement  of  the  certificates  of  survey  and  chancery 
papers  and  the  indexing  thereof,  begun  by  my  predecessor,  has 
been  continued  ;  a  number  of  caveat  cases  have  been  heard  and 
determined,  and  the  various  decisions  have  been  apparently 
acquiesced  in,  as  no  appeals  have  been  taken  ;  and  a  voluminous 
amount  of  correspondence,  which  steadily  increases,  has  very 
largely  taxed  the  time  and  attention  of  the  commissioner  and 
his  assistant. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  OFFICE. 

On  the  entry  of  the  present  incumbent  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  he  found  bare  floors  and  but  little  furniture,  suitable 
for  the  convenience  of  its  official  occupants,  not  to  mention  the 
reception  of  the  numerous  citizens  and  strangers,  who  upon 
matters  of  business  or  from  curiosity  to  inspect  our  ancient 
records,  constantly  visit  it.  The  commissioner  is  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  that  all  this  has  been  rectified,  and  that  without 
calling  upon  the  Legislature,  he  has  been  enabled,  to  carpet 
and  suitably  furnish  the  rooms  appertaining  to  it,  so  that  it  is 
now  a  credit  to  the  State  and  a  comfort  to  its  employees.

*CHARLES  COUNTY  RECORDS. 
In  May,  1889,  as  noted  in  the  last  preceding  report  from  this 
office,  by  order  of  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  Charles 
County,  seventy-one  volumes  of  the  ancient  records  of  that 
county  were  deposited  in  the  Land  office.  Since  said  report 
and  in  pursuance  of  its  suggestion,  the  aforesaid  volumes  have 
been  accepted  and  rebound  by  legislative  authority.  And  now, 
that  they  have  become  part  and  parcel  of  the  archives  of  the 
State,  I  earnestly  repeat  the  recommendation  of  my  predecessor 
that  the  said  volumes  be  indexed  by  legislative  authority,  for 
being  without  an  index  they  are  almost  useless  for  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  designed.  Every  inquiry  into  matters 
embraced  in  these  records,  requires  a  prolonged  search  through 
very  many  volumes,  and  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  this  duty 
cannot  be  attended  to  without  materially  affecting  the  efficiency 
of  the  force.  The  remedy  is  the  passage  of  an  Act  by  the 
General  Assembly  authorizing  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land 
Office  to  employ  a  clerk  for  the  purpose  of  indexing  said  rec- 
ords at  the  same  rate  of  compensation  now  allowed  clerks  of 
Courts  for  the  like  duty,  and  making  provision  for  payment  to 
him  for  his  services.  It  is  simply  impossible  for  the  Commis- 
sioner with  his  present  force  to  undertake  it,  having  due  regard 
to  their  other  duties. 

BOUNDARIES  AND  MUSEUM. 

My  predecessor,  in  his  reports,  repeatedly  called  the  attention 
of  the  legislature  to  the  inadequate  space  of  this  office  to 
accommodate  the  museum  and  recommended  its  donation  to  the 
Maryland  Academy  of  Sciences  in  Baltimore.  Since  his  last 
report,  in  pursuance  of  this  recommendation,  the  General 
Assembly  has  authorized  said  donation,  and  the  entire  collec- 
tion has  accordingly  been  transferred  to  the  keeping  of  said 
corporation.     In   appendix"  No.  3,    will   be  found  a  list  of  all 
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documents,  maps,  &c,  on  file  in  the  Land  office,  relating  to 
the  boundaries  of  the  State.

HISTORICAL    SOCIETY. 

In  appendix  No.  2  will  be  found  a  list  of  all  the  records 
belonging  to  the  Land  Office  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
Maryland  Historical  Society,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  1882,  chapter  138. 

ANCIENT  SEALS. 

All  of  the  ancient  seals  of  the  Province  and  State,  with  one 
exception,  are  preserved  intact.  Many  years  ago  the  seal  used  by 
the  Register  of  the  Eastern  Shore  Land  Office  when  there 
existed  a  division  between  the  eastern  and  western  shores,  was 
in  some  manner  unknown,  abstracted.  The  present  Commis- 
sioner has  set  on  foot  in  Talbot  County  and  elsewhere,  numer- 
ous inquiries  looking  to  the  recovery  of  this  missing  seal,  but 
so  far  without  result.  This  unpleasant  incident  has  suggested 
to  the  Commissioner  the  propriety  of  the  adoption  of  a  more 
secure  method  of  preserving  these  seals.  And  he  respectfully 
asks  for  authority  to  purchase,  or  have  constructed,  an  appro- 
priate cabinet  in  which  all  the  seals  can  be  securely  preserved 
together,  so  that  they  cannot  be  stolen,  or  if  so  they  must  all 
go  together,  thus  largely  increasing  the  chances  of  detection 
and  the  ultimate  recovery  of  this  peculiarly  interesting  prop- 
erty of  the  State. 

THE  NEW  MAPS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1890,  chapter  18,  new 
maps  of  the  military  lands  in  the  counties  of  Alleghany  and 
Garrett,  were  authorized  by  the  Legislature,  to  be  made  for  the 
use  of  this  office,  and  an  appropriation  of  $200  was  made  for 
that  object.  This  work  has  been  admirably  done  by  the  chief 
clerk  of  the  Land  Office,  out  of  his  own  time,  and  at  very  con- 
siderable labor  and  expence.  It  is  questionable  if  the  same 
work  would  or  could  have  been  done  by  any  other  party  for 
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twice  the  amount  of  compensation  offered,  and  I  think,  and 
therefore  respectfully  recommend,  that  an  appropriation  of  at 
least  $50  be  authorized  by  the  Legislature  in  part  recognition 
at  least  of  his  valuable  services. 

It  having  been  found  desirable  to  have  reproduced  an  original 
Map,  (entitled  the  "Boundary  Line  between  Maryland  and 
Yirginia,  "Western  Meridian  Line — surveyed  under  the  Orders 
of  the  Joint  Commission  appointed  in  obedience  to  the  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  May  27th,  1852,  and 
to  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  of  March 
26th,  !858— Thos.  J.  Lee  of  Maryland,  Angus  W.  McDonald 
of  Yirginia  Commissioners — By  Lieut.  N.  Michler,  U.  S. 
Topographical  Engineer,  assisted  by  John  de  la  Camp  and 
L.  Daser,  1859  and  I860,")  belonging  to  the  records  of  this 
office ;  (to  be  used  in  the  new  survey,  of  said  Western  Line, 
ordered  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,)  by  the 
authority  of  your  Excellency,  I  permitted  the  same  to  be  carried 
to  Baltimore  for  that  pnrpose.  The  reproduction  was  made, 
and  the  original  has  been  safely  returned  to  this  office. 

I  desire,  before  closing,  to  make  official  acknowledgment 
of  my  indebtedness  to  the  clerical  force  in  my  office  for  the 
intelligent  and  faithful  assistance  rendered  me  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties  as  Land  Commissioner.  The  fidelity  and  atten- 
tion of  Messrs.  Charles  M.  M.  Wingate  and  Arthur  F.  Smith, 
the  index  clerks,  have  been  all  that  could  be  desired ;  and  in 
Mr.  George  H.  Shafer,  chief  clerk,  I  have  had  abundant 
opportunity  to  recognize  and  appreciate  those  qualities  that  for 
many  years  have  caused  him  to  be  widely  known  as  one  of  the 
most  accomplished  and  efficient  officials  of  the  State.  His 
services  to  the  Land  Office  have  indeed  been  almost  invaluable.
